In  its  execution,  the  Russian  ter- 
ror dlflcrod  greatly  from  the  French.

Tcheka  agents  would  pounce  on  a 
house,  usually  at  night,  drag  out 
prisoners  and  rids  tham  off  to  be 
examined,  floraetimea  they  waia 
held  months  without  trial;  soBM* 
limes  they  Just  disappeared. 

The  actual  executions  appear  to 
have  been  more  merciful  than  the 
electric  chab-.  Usually  thay  con- 
sisted of  a  bullet  behind  the  ear 
when  the  rondemned  least  ex- 
pected It 

Where  the  terror  did  parallel  the 
French  was  In  the  number  of  Inno- 
cent people  slaughtered.  An  anony- 
mooa  danunclatfcm  by  a  personal 
enemy  waa  often  enough.

While  Refuge  Cove  Is  new  aa  a 
port  of  caU  for  tha  regular  Waat 
Coaat  paaaaBgera  ataaaaerBt  tt  la  a 

well-known  harbor  to  all  fUhlag 
boalt  and  vaaaels  in  tha  servloa  of 

the  Marine  and  Fisheries  Depart- 
ments. Situated  Just  beyond  the 
entrance  to  Sidney  Inlat,  the  Oove, 
Which  in  reality  la  a  wcU- 
ahtftMBd  ai|S  arag  hartwr  two 
miles  long,  deep  wafer,  has  good 
anchorage  in  all  weather  ■uirl  Is 
easy  of  access  to  the  o< '  i  rac- 
Ucally  aU  flahlng  boats,  halibut, 
salmon  and  pUohard.  aogagad  in 
flahlng  off  Sidney  Inlet  and  Este- 
van.  make  Refuge  Oove  their  head- 
quarters durliiK  the  Summer  months 
and  take  refuge  there  In  bad 
weather. 

It  la  here  in  Bafiiga  Oove  that 
the  little  known  Waat  Coaal  hot 

sulphur  springs  are  located,  being 
off  the  "beaten  track"  of  travelers; 
but  for  many  years  well-known  and 
much  patroDl^  by  all  •Figagti  in 
the  fiahtaig  induatry  of  the  West 
Coast.  Scarcely  a  fisherman  passes 
up  or  down  the  West  Coast  but 
(rtopa  at  t  ngs  for  a  bath. 

8HUWEB  BATH 
The  springs  are  uniquely  situated 
on  the  rocky  shoreline  at  the  en- 
trance to  the  Oova,  the  main 
spring,  which  in  reaU^  la  a  flow 
of  water  at  ahnoat  boiling  point  to 
the  extent  of  several  thousand  gal- 
lons per  minute.  emerKlng  from  a 
deep  fls.siirp  in  the  rock  at  a  point 
n'-'  T  !wo  hundred  feet  frc«n  the 
high  tlda  mark,  and  from  here  it 
flowa  la  the  form  of  a  small  stream 
down  towards  the  sea.  finally  creat- 
ing a  waterfall  about  ten  feet  high 
ai  'l  under  which  a  half  a-dozen 
persons  can  aaaUy  atand  to  enjoy 
the  ahower.  At  thia  petat  fha  water 
Is  still  exceedingly  hot.  being  about 
the  temperature  of  an  exceptionally 
hot  bath,  the  flow  still  being  several 
thousand  gallons  per  minute.  The 
fall  ends  In  a  large  pool  hi  the 
rocka  below,  aad  at  high  tide  one 
may  enjoy  the  novelty  of  actualiv 
getting  a  warm  bath,  the  h 
sulphur  water  mlngUng  with  Uie 
salt  water  of  tha  Pacific  Ocean 
during  the  few  houn  of  high  tide.
